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Where Stetson University is Located 


The John B. Stetson University, in DeLand, has one of the most 
beautiful and healthful locations in the world. This little city of giant 
oaks and palms is in the heart of the real Florida. It is just twenty- 
three miles from the cities of Daytona Beach and Ormond, and eight 
miles from Ponce deLeon Springs. This latter is the romantic foun- 
tain of youth of the Spanish explorer who gave his name to it, and is 
a real river of Nile-Green sulphur water of great purity, as clear as 
crystal, flowing from the depths of the earth. Its waters are collected 
into a large, deep swimming-pool, before they are turned loose as a 
navigable river which empties into the historic St. Johns two miles 
away. The students of Stetson University, as well as thousands of 
others, find it a wonderful, commodious place in which to take a swim 
or do high-diving. 

The Daytona and Ormond beaches are, of course, world-famous, both 
for speed and bathing. They stretch over twenty-one miles, in a 
straightaway course, are hundreds of feet broad, as level and as smooth 
as a floor, and so hard that the heaviest cars speed over them without 
danger of accident. The world’s highest speed records have been made 
on these beaches. Sir Malcolm Campbell, with his Blue-Bird, made 
273 miles per hour there. If this record is ever beaten it will probably 
be by the same man, at the same place. Two broad highways of ce- 
ment, asphalt and vitrified brick make DeLand and the beach cities, 
including that of picturesque New Smyrna, practically one community. 


DeLand is a fine little business town, a center of the citrus industry. 
It has about 10,000 inhabitants, including many of the best people in 
America. It is one of the world’s healthiest towns; it has also one of 
the strongest banks in Florida; the College Arms is unsurpassed as a 
tourist hotel; besides, among other hotels of the town is the large, new 
Putnam Inn; DeLand has an up-to-date hospital and a large number 
of excellent physicians; a famous public school system; an eighteen- 
hole golf course; a baseball park; and a number of progressive stores. 
In addition to the University library of 40,000 volumes, there is a free 
public library of more than 12,000 select volumes which is maintained 
by the city for citizens and tourists. 


But the greatest possession of DeLand is the famous Stetson Uni- 
versity, known throughout America for its high standing, beautiful 
campus, and modern buildings. The University is a member of the 
Southern Association of Colleges and Secondary Schools.
